It  is  only  sixty  yean  ago  alnce 
the  flrst  consignment  of  flowers 
was  sent,  as  an  experiment,  from 
the  ScUly  Isles,  ju£t  off  the  coast 

of  Cornwall,  to  the  flower  market 
at  Covenl  Garden.  Tliat  Inltal 
.shipment  totaled  only  a  few  dozen 
bunrhe.s  and  it  wa*  packed  In  a 
bandbox  Now  as  many  as  one  and 
a  half  million  flowers  are  picked 
m  a  day,  and  a  single  shipload  may 
total  as  much  as  forty-five  tons. 

The  bulk  of  bloasoms.  grown  for 
the  early  London  markets,  are 
daffodils  and  narcissi,  all  grown 
out  of  doors  on  five  of  the  largest 
islands  of  the  group,  St.  Mary'.s, 
Tresco.  St.  Agnes,  St.  Martln.s  and 
Bryher.  which  l.slands  are  almost 
entirely  devoted  to  the  Culture  of 
thc^e  lovely  flowers. 

One  may  .see  them  in  their  mil- 
lions in  Uw  fields  that  surround  the 
Outlying  floKKr  farms,  or  on  the 
slopes  that  dip  down  to  the  sea.  or 
in  their  thousands  in  the  pretty 
eotfage  gardens. 

DAFFODILS  AND  NARCISSI 

These  two  flowers  have  become 
so  freely  naturalised  that  in  a  short 
walk  along  the  lanes  of  8t.  Mary's 
Isle  it  Is  possible  to  find  no  fewer 
than  ten  different  varieties  grow- 
ing wild  in  the  hed^e.s  and  ditrhe.s 
and  on  the  wa.sle  ground  near 
the  ,'ea. 

Arum  hlle.s.  too,  grow  freely  in 
the  open,  and  they  show  their  buds 
a.s  oarly  as  February;  with  ixias, 
stork-s,  irLs,  wallflowers,  calendula, 
violets  and  tulips,  they  present  an 
unforgetable  scene. 

It  is  tha  boast  of  tlie  sniiy  flower 
growers  that  their  original  stock 
cost  them  nothing.  For  centurie.s 
the  bulbe  of  Scllly  White  and  Solall 
d'Or,  two  polyanthus  narrl.s5i.  the 
island.s"  pride,  have  been  e.stabllshed 
in  the  Sclllie.';,  and  it  ls  from  the.sc 
that  the  islands'  vast  flower  trade 
ha.s  been  built  up. 

The  raising  of  flowers  for  market 
is  by  no  means  eonflned  to  the 
big  growera  Almost  every  cottager 
has  his  own  plot  of  bulbs,  in  de- 
fault of  a  greenhouse  or  a  packing 
.ihed.  he  brings  hl.s  flowers  to 
maturity  In  the  .sunsliinr  and 
warmth  of  his  kitchen  window.  On 
Saturday  afternoons,  and  other 
leisure  moments,  he  Is  an  Inde- 
pendent grower.  For  the  rest  of 
the  week  he  works  as  a  picker  or 
packer  on  one  of  the  farms. 

As  wind  is  the  chief  enemy  of 
the  Scllly  flower  growers,  and  a 
gale  of  even  short  duration  can  do 
thousands  of  pounds  worth  of  dam- 
age, the  bulb.s  are  grown  where  tlie 
lie  of  the  land  gives  natural  shelter, 
and  the  fields  are  protected  by  high 
hedges  of  ve.-onica,  enoymus  and 
escallonla. 

These  bulbs  are  shipped,  after 
being  lifted,  sorted  and  divided,  to 
all  the  big  flower  growing  centre* 
In  the  BrltUh  Isles.  What  with  the 
-ariy  flower  season  and  the  great 
novement  of  bulbs  later  on.  a  va.st 
mdustry  has  been  e.stabli.shed  that 
employs  the  entire  population  of 
the  l.sland.s,  and  also  gives  work  to 
many  on  the  mainland  as  well. 

Vancouver  Island  could  do  the 
same!  We  have  a  huge  population 
on  this  continent  living  where  they 
cannot  either  grow  flowers  as  we 
can.  nor  get  seeds  and  bulbs  as 
easily  and  readily  as  they  can  from 
thU  prolific  garden  that  Is  as  yet 
but  .srarcelv  .srratrhed,  and  which 
ha.s  pofislbllifles  of  floriculture  that 
only  tile  future,  phus  enterprise  and 
plucky  venture   .shall  dLscovcrl

The  IntrfKlncf ion  of  e\idencc  of  a 
Norwegian  patent,  whicli  was 
brought  into  tiie  proceeding;  by  the 
defendant  company  wiien  the  ac- 
tion was  transferred  to  VancouM-r 
complicated  what  tiien  appeared  to 
be  a  simple  ca.se  of  deciding  the 
nature  of  Infringement.  The  Nor- 
wepian  patent  was  on  the  .same 
basis,  in  the  main,  as  that  held 
in  Canada  by  the  Durable  Com- 
pany. In  the  Norwegian  patent  tha 
spacing  was  mentioned,  but  not  In 
any  particular  formation,  and  refer- 
ence was  only  nude  to  the  material 
used  for  the  spacing. 

The  decision  by  His  Lordship  was 
oral  .and  took  one  hour  and  fifteen 
minutes  to  deliver  He  cited  many 
cases  In  support  of  his  rulings.

flnla.  His  opinion,  however,  Is  of  some  viiiiu 
taMoraeh  aa  he  waa  formerly  Secretary  of  the 
Tfeasury  of  the  United  States  and  is  a  noted 
authority,  on  financial  matters.  He  has  gone  out 
of  his  way  to  eomment  on  the  1»M,vpif  position  of 
Canada's  banking  system  as  compared  with  that 
of  the  United  States."  The  contrast  is  illustrated 
fOfOlUr  by  ths  fact  that  while  there  have  been 
vHrMds  of  5,000  banks  that  have  gone  under  in 
last  two  years  In  the  United  Statec,  Involv 
losses  to  dspeslton  of  $5,500,000,000.  there 
re  been  no  teak  foftares  in  0paad«  during 
period. 

In  effect.  Canada  has  a  banking  system  thut 
will  compare  favorably  with  the  best  in  the 
wqrld.  All  such  systems  have  been  weighed  in 
the  balance  during  the  economic  stress  of  the 
past  eighteen  months.  That  In  this  country  has 
stood  firm  as  a  rock.  Were  It  reformed,  as  some 
of  those  who  have  radical  Ideas  on  the  subject 
of  finance  would  sufgest.  we  would  doubtless 
have  in  thl.s  country  a  .surre.s.'^inn  of  bank  failures 
such  as  has  been  experienced  in  the  United 
States.  As  well  as  those  that  have  failed  across 
the  border,  there  are  others  whose  capital  and 
surpluses  have  been  impaired.  In  contrast,  the 
Mmklnff  law  of  Canada,  and  the  admirable  man- 
ner In  which  our  financial  Institutions  are 
managed,  and  their  assets  conserved,  has  been 
the  means  of  earning  the  system  here  such  a 
compliment  as  has  come  from  Senator  Glass, 
who  has  a  knowledge  of  finance  unexcelled  by 
aayine  Ih  the  United  States. 

Nothing  In  the  pa.s.sa^e  of  this  country 
through  the  years  of  economic  depression  has 
been  more  to  its  credit  than  the  manner  in 
which  the  banks  have  sustained  and  held  the 
confidence  of  the  public.  That  Is  an  Illustration 
that  the  lefitfatfton  which  governs  the  operatlon.s 
of  such  Institutlon.s  dors  not  stand  In  need  of 
revision.  It  has  been  sufficient  to  withstand  as 
heavy  a  strain  as  has  prerailed  within  the 
memory  of  anyone  living,  and  the  bank.s  are 
today  strong  and  ready  to  play  their  part  in  the 
future  development  of  the  Dominion.  Credit  has 
been  prcservsd  because  it  !^as  not  beer,  given 
around  in  a  haphazard  way.  as  has  been  the  case 
with  hundreds  bf  bankinf  tnstltntions  in  the 
United  States  The  moneys  of  the  shareholders, 
of  current  and  savings  account-holders,  of  all 
those  who  have  done  business  through  the  banks, 
has  been  safeguarded,  Just  as  If  times  were  nor- 
mal. It  is  small  wonder  that  such  an  authority 
as  Senator  Glass  should  draw  such  fmrelble  at- 
tention to  the  example  of  this  Dominion  In  the 
manner  in  which  it  has  built  up  such  an  excel- 
lent banking  system,  which,  Indeed,  is  one  of 
the  eoontry's  proudest  possessions.

TAXES 

San  Diego  is  the  name  of  a  county  in  South- 
em  California  which  contains  within  it  a  town 
of  the  same  name.  San  Diego,  town  and  county, 

have  had  during  the  pa.st  few  years  a  .somewhat 
unhappy  experience  in  the  management  of  finan- 
dal  affairs.  The  Inhabitants  of  the  county— it 
Is  nearly  as  large,  geographically,  a.s  the  State 
of  Connecticut,  and  has  more  than  twice  the 
population  of  the  entire  State  of  Nebraska— be- 
lieving that  gfivernmental  costs  were  increasing 
much  more  rapidly  than  was  Justifiable,  resolved 
that  an  impartial  study  of  their  affahs  should 
be  made  under  the  direction  of  the  research  de- 
partment of  the  California  Taxpayers'  Associa- 
tion. That  study  or  survey  has  been  completed 
and  the  findings  have  been  embodied  in  a  report 
of  about  300  pages.  A  number  of  the  topics  dLs- 
cussed  therein  are  of  interest  to  taxpayers 
everywhere. 

It  app^rs  that  there  is  no  mystery,  or  at 
least  no  Impenetrable  mystery,  concerning  the 
causes  of  increased  governmental  expenditure 
One  of  the  causes  Is  the  public  demand  for  new 
governmental  services  and  another  is  Uie  prevail- 
ing tendency  of  governmental  officials— state, 
county  and  municipal— to  promote  and  expand 
their  own  departments;  the  conception  being  that 
a  growing  department  somehow  sscures  more 
prestige  for  Its  head  as  well  a.s  promotion  for 
subordinates.  To  these  positive  causes  may  be 
added  a  slrcumstance  of  a  negative  character, 
namely,  a  general  IndlfTerence  or  at  least  a  lack 
of  understanding  on  the  part  of  the  average 
cltisen  In  regard  to  public  expenditures. 

This  lack  of  understanding  In  Its  turn  Is  due 
very  frequently  to  certain  removable  causes. 
Governing  boards  and  councils  in  an  ages  have 
been  only  too  apt  to  put  rilfflcultles  In  the  way 
of  those  who  desire  to  know  what  goes  on  in 
board  and  council  meetings.  They  seem  to  be- 
lieve that  It  Is  not  In  the  public  Interest  that  the 
full  light  of  publicity  should  be  thrown  upon  Uieir 
ofBelal  activltlee.  Oovemmeatal  reports  dealing 

with  nnnnrlal  m.Tfters  are  frequently  prepared 
hi  such  a  way  as  to  conceal  rather  than  reveal 
the  true  sUte  of  pubUe  flaanees.  The  Cflffomia 

Taxpayers'  A.<woctation  Is  of  opinion  that  tlie 
first  requisite  of  a  financial  report  published  for 
ptMle  Inforauitlon  is  that  H  should  be  so  classi- 
fied as  to  be  readily  understood  by  cltlwn  read- 
ers.

more  popular  in  Canada  than 
crloket.  Baseball  Is  a  simple  game 
and  erieket  is  a  eoatplex  game.

Yet  whUe  basebaU  Is  played  in 

practically  only  two  countries  out- 
side of  tlie  Unitad  States  (Canada 
and  Japan),  erieket  ki  iMlng  firmly 
esubiuhed  in  all  the  oountries  of 
the  world  where  the  love  of  sport 
abounds.  It  Is  flourishing  to  such 
an  extent  that  in  proce.ss  of  a  short 
time  It  may  become  the  chief  In- 
ternational game.  There  is  only 
one  game  likely  to  challenge  li  In 
that  respect,  that  is  golf— but  golf 
Is  more  mterestlng  to  the  player 
than  it  is  te  the  spsetator.

Some  years  ago  there  appeared 

to  bp  a  prospect  that  cricket  mirht 
challenge  baseball  as  a  popular 
game  in  Canada  and  even  in  the 
United    States.     In    those  years 
cricket  flourished  in  two  places  in 
the  Umted  States.  There  were  two 
strong  clubs  in  Philadelphia  and 
one  upon  Staten  Island.   In  those 
days  test  matohes  were  played  an- 
n  u  a  1 1  y    between  representative 
rrtckpfers  of  the  United  Stales  and 
Canada,  and  from  both  countries 
elevens  of  oonlderable  strength 
croMed  the  ocean  and  proved  them- 
selves  worthy   opponenta   of  the 
strongest    oounty  i  teaais.

Ai^essinent  of  costs  «gfl»rHfc  the 
Crown  follows  a  Judgment  of  Mr. 
Justice  BAartln  reoently  by  wlileh  he 
ordered  the  vessel  retioned  to  the 
owners,  on  the  ground  that  the  evi- 
dence of  the  Crown  at  the  trial  was 
not  sufficient  to  eitabllsh,  with  the 
precision  and  conclusiveness  which 
are  projicrly  demanded  in  penal 
proceedinKS  such  as  that  of  the  St. 
I 'at  lick,  wtilch  Involved  the  for- 
feiture pi  the  property  of  an  alien 
Mend,  Ibat  the  tmmI  wm  at  fautt. 

Following  the  deelsiiBn  as  to  co.sis. 
R.  M.  Macdonald,  who  was  a.s.so- 
ciated  with  W.  H  Bullock-Wcb.stcr 
repiesentliiK  the  owners  of  Uie  ves- 
--t  I.  ap))lied  for  damages  for  wrong- 
ful arrest  of  the  ship.  His  Lordship 
maintained  it  was  hardly  fair  to 
counsel  for  the  Crown.  H.  W.  R 
Moore,  to  bring  on  an  application 
at  such  short  notice.  He  would  be 
obliged  to  adjourn  further  consid- 
eration. Sensing  delay  in  the  re- 
turn of  the  ship.  Mr.  Macdonald 
coii.'jented  to  a  withdrawal  of  the 
application,  which  concluded  all 
litigation. 

In  hlB  arugment  Mr.  Moore  al- 
leged that  the  8t.

Mr.  Moore  maintained  that  the 
arrest  of  the  vessel  wa.s  for  prob- 
able cause,  and,  he  said,  because 
subsequent  proceed  ing.s  had  been 
faulty  the  owners  were  fortunate  in 
securing  the  return  of  the  vessel. 
Captain  Radford,  commander  of  the 
patrol  Glvenchy.  wluch  arrested  the 
St.  Patrick  off  San  Juan  Island, 
had  not  erred  in  making  the  arrest 
and  had  acted  on  instructions  and

the  ve.s£ei  by  taking  the  third  angle. 
He  did  not  have  a  bona  fkto  brasf 
that  the  vessel  VM  Inalde  the  law- 
nil  boundary  Une  and  therefore 
liable  to  arrest.

•u>OWn  It  was  a  very  rl(v>e  decision 
either  one  way  or  the  other." 

Mr.  Justice  Martin  held  that  there 
was  no  reasonable  cause  for  the  ar- 
rest Of  the  ship  and  aboordlngly 
awarded  ordinary  eeets  to  the  de- 
fendants. 

INTERESTlNCi  IKIAL 
The  case  at  trial  was  one  of  more 
than  ordinary  Interest,  as  It  Involved 
many  conditions  not  uswOly  foand 
in  seisuras  of  vessels  In  Canadian 
or  other  waters.  The  degree  of  dis- 
tance set  up  by  the  Grown  was  in 
measurement  of  feet,  and  not  m 
miles,  as  is  usually  the  ci.s,  i  he 
waters  in  which  the  vessel  wa.s 
seized  occupy  a  totally  different 
place  in  marine  law  than  others. 

The  fact  that  the  oommander  of 
the  CHvenchy  did  not  take  a  third 
angle  to  verify  his  position,  and  that 
of  the  St.  Patrick,  was  one  of  the 
intricate  points  in  the  examination 
of  witne.ws  at  the  trial.  Expert 
hydrograi>hers  were  at  variance  a.s 
to  the  reliability  of  charts  and 
measurements,  and  the  questlott  of 
i>osition  was  not  definitely  deter- 
mined. 

At  the  oonclusion  of  the  trial 
some  montlis  ago.  Mr  Justice  Mar- 
tin took  occasion  to  commend  coun- 
sel for  the  manner  In  which  the 
case  had  been  presented  for 
Crown  and  amtminvt.

In  the  aocompanylnff  photograph 
re  Illustrated  three  points  which 
e  of  the  utmost  Importance  in 
lis  Immediate  connection  and  to 
which  particular  attention  should 
be  given.  They  are  the  right  arm 
the  left  arm  and  the  left  hip.  In 
my  opinion.  It  l.s  the  movement  or 
handling  of  these  three  points  which 
makes  a  hlt-on-llne  possible  or  Im- 
possible. 

I  have  already  said  so  much  about 
the  straight  left  arm  and  Its  duty 
to  pull  the  club  throuKli.  fvor  exert- 
ing Its  force  imtil  the  ball  ha.s  been 
dl.spatrhed.  that  I  hesitate  to  say 
more  about  if.  I  think  we  may  very 
well  leave  It  at  that.  But  It  seems 
to  me  that  this  photograph  affords 
an  exceptionally  good  representa- 
tion of  the  proper  performance  of 
the  right  side. 

DONT  HIT  FROM  OfTTSIDE  IN 
Tt  Ls  a  very  rare  occurrence  when 
Kolfer.  particularly  a  so-called 
•  rage  one,  is  found  who  does  not 
>  ing  decidedly  across  the  ball  from 
Liie  outside.  Not  all  arrive  at  this 
result  in  precisely  the  same  way, 
but  the  fact  remains  that  most 
duffers  are  CMifhmed  sllcers.  It  Is 
for  this  reason  that  being  advised 
to  hit  from  the  Inside  acro-v  the 
line  to  the  outside  usually  helps 
them.  They  hardly  ever  accom- 
plish the  action  and.  I  think,  really 
ought  not  to.  but  the  attempt  to 
do  .so  Is  a  corrective  measure,  which 
brings  them  closer  to  the  Ideal  of 
hitting  towards  the  objectltt. 

The  picture  hefe  shows  a  marked 
concavity  tn  the  right  sMa  of  the 
body,  on  a  line  from  the  right  shoul- 
der to  the  right  foot.  And  Into 
this  ooncaYlty  the  right  arm.  with 
the  elbow  bent,  fits  with  apparent 
snugness.  The  ammmt  of  bend  In 
the  right  elbow  i.s  not  clearly  In- 
dicated here,  but  it  I.s  .such  tiiat  a 
photograph  snapped  from  behind 
the  shot  wciild  .show  daylight  above 
the  right  arm  and  below  the  left  at 
any  Instant  of  tanpact.
